H ELK ASK OF BRITISH 

STEAMEH MALACCA. 

St. Petendmrg. Aug. 2,-The Official 
Messenger publishea the notice of tbe re¬ 
lease of the steamer Malacca, which was 
seised in the Red Hea by the Russian 
volunteer steamer 8L I'etecaburg, and 
reviews tbe case. The article concludes 
thus: "The arrangement for her inapec- 
ti«Hi and release b» now ukeo in abroga¬ 
tion of Russia's right, which she still 
tnsmtahnr. and her cruisers and wandiips 
will atop vcase la and search them f**- 
contraband destined for the enemy." 

The text of tbe Ruasian government’s 
atatement regarding the release of the 
British steamer Malacca, seised in the 
Rad Sea by the Russian volunteer fleet 
steamer 8t. I'^enrburg. is as follows: 

“From tbe beginning of the Russian- 
Japanese war the Imperial government 
took measure* to prevent the transport 
of contraband of war to Japan by vessels 
of neutral countries. 

“In the regulation* aanctiooed by th* 
Emperor on February 14th. ll*M. which 
Russia proposed to follow during (he 
war. a list was given of the articles re¬ 
garded by us as contraband. It was 
also declared that the military and the 
maritime authorities would reserve to 
themselves the right of rigidly executing 
the decision* contained in tb© regulations 
for naval prises sanctioned by the Em¬ 
peror on March 27tli,-lN9T>. and in the 
instructions confirmed by the council of 
the admiralty on Heptember 20th, 1000, 
regarding the procedure for stopping, 
visiting and seising, as well as for carry¬ 
ing off and delivery over of vessel* and 
cargoes seised. 

‘The volunteer fleet vessels, 8t. Peters- 
burg aud Smolensk, having received a 
special commission, the term of which 
has now expired, on proceeding to their 
destination* acted in accordance with 
the above decision, and while passing 
through-the Red Sea stopped and visited 
all suspected vessels encounter**! in these 
waters. 

"it waa under these condition* that tbe 
commander of the 8t. Petersburg Stop¬ 
ped among others the British ntwim-r 
Malacca, the captain of which refused 
to show his shin’s papers relating to the 
cargo, a refusal which led to the seiaur* 
of tbe vessel and the decision to send her 
to Llbau with the view of throwing light 
on the matter. Nevertheless. In view 
of the official statement of the British 
government that the Malacca wa* carry¬ 
ing British state cargo, the Imperial gov- 


eruraeut. acting Ur agreement with the 
iSriiiah gnvenuaent, decided that a freab 
visit should Ik- paid to-tbe seised vessel 
at the nearest port on its root* in the 

present.. the British coflftul. This 

visit occurred at Algiers. Tin- British 
consul-general officially certified that the 
Malacca’s cargo contained the property 
of the British government, ami that the 
r©st of her cargo wa* not contraband of 
war. 

‘Taking this attestation into considera- 
(ion. the Imperial government decide*! to 
liberate the cargo and Vessel. 

’This <b-«-i*i'itt imw i>4.(, however, !►© 
mter)ire(e<l as a renunciation by the Im¬ 
perial government of its intention to dis¬ 
patch cruisers aud warahips in general 
to prevent, the carrying of contraband 
for the enemy.”
